organized at Camp Mason, near Graham, North Carolina, in August, 1861. Its members 
were recruited in the counties of Iredell, Alexander, Cabarrus, Rowan, New Hanover, 
Mecklenburg, Nash, and Wake. The unit took an active part in the fight at New Bern, then 
moved to Virginia. It was assigned to General Branch's, Law's, and Lane's Brigade, Army 
of Northern Virginia. After fighting at Hanover Court House, it participated in the various 
campaigns of the army from the Seven Day' Battles to Cold Harbor, then was involved in 
the Petersburg siege south and north of the James River. The regiment sustained 51 
casualties at New Bern, 253 out of the 450 engaged during the Seven Days' Battles, 69 at 
Second Manassas and Ox Hill, 52 at Sharpsburg, and 86 at Fredericksburg. There were 37 
killed and 127 wounded at Chancellorsville, and of the 291 in action at Gettysburg, thirty- 
one percent were disabled. It lost 5 killed, 62 wounded, and 37 missing at The Wilderness 
and 11 killed and 28 wounded at Spotsylvania. On February 26, 1865, the unit was sent to 
North Carolina where it surrendered with the Army of Tennessee with 13 officers and 139 
men. A detachment surrendered at Appomattox with 1 officer and 18 men. The field 
officers were Reuben P. Campbell, William L. Davidson, and Edward G. Haywood; 
Lieutenant Colonel Junius L. Hill; and Majors Edward D. Hall, James G. Harris, Robert B. 
McRae, John M. Turner, and Robert S. Young.

20th Infantry Regiment was organized during the late summer of 1861 with men from 
Bolivar, Monroe, Noxubee, Adams, Scott, Carroll, and Newton counties. The unit moved 
to Virginia, then Tennessee where in February, 1862, it was captured at Fort Donelson. In 
this engagement it lost 19 killed of the 31 officers and 469 men present. The regiment was 
exchanged and assigned to Tilghman's and J.Adams' Brigade, Department of Mississippi 
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and East Louisiana. For a time it served in the Vicksburg area, then transferred to the 
Army of Tennessee. Placed in J.Adams' and Lowry's Brigade, the 20th was involved in the 
Atlanta and Tennessee Campaigns and ended the war in North Carolina. Only a remnant 
surrendered on April 26, 1865. Its commanders were Colonels William N. Brown and 
D.R. Russell; Lieutenant Colonels D.H. Maury, Horace H. Miller, and Walter A. Rorer; 
and Majors William M. Chatfield, Thomas B. Graham, and C.K. Massey. 

Enlisted at age 25 on 5-5-1861 into service of the State of Mississippi at Morton, Scott 
Co., MS, by W. H. McCardle. Unit called into CSA service 6-12-1861 as Captain T. F. 
Pettus's Company H(aka Morton Pine Knots), 20th Regt Miss Vols, at Iuka, MS. 

"Jumped" units by enlisting(without leave from the 20th) 4-1-1862 with Co C(Johnston 
Avengers), 39th Regt Miss Vols at Jackson, MS, under Captain M. V. Collum. There he 
served as a 3rd Segt and 2nd Lt., appointed on 11-1-1862. 

Samuel was captured at the fall of Port Hudson, 7-9-1863. He remained a prisoner until 
his release 6-12-1865, after signing oath of allegiance at Fort Delaware, in Delaware. His 
description there was - light complexion, dark hair, grey eyes, 5'11".

37th Infantry Regiment was organized at Auburn, Alabama, during the spring of 1862. Its 
members were recruited in the counties of Tallapoosa, Pike, Henry, Macon, Barbour, 
Chambers, and Russell. Ordered to Mississippi the unit fought at Iuka and lost heavily at 
Corinth. Later it was assigned to General J.C Moore's Brigade, Department of Mississippi 


Hill. Only July 4, 1863, it was captured at Vicksburg. After being released, the 37th was 
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attached to J.C. Moore's, A. Baker's, Gibson's, and Brantley's Brigade. It was engaged at 
Chattanooga, Resaca, Noondav Creek , Kennesaw Mountain, and in the battles around 
Atlanta. During the winter of 1864-1865 it was on garrison duty at Spanish Fort, then 
returned to the Army of Tennessee in North Carolina. The regiment reported 73 casualties 
at Chattanooga and totalled 407 men and 359 arms in December, 1863. During the 
Atlanta Campaign, May 7 to June 2, it lost 15 killed, 86 wounded, and 8 missing. About 
75 officers and men surrendered in April, 1865. The field officers were Colonel James F. 
Dowdell, Lieutenant Colonel Alexander A. Greene, and Majors John P.W. Amerine and 
William F. Slaton.

and Artillery Battalion was formed at Mobile, Alabama, in Janaury, 1862, with five companies; 
later reduced to three. It was attached to the Department of the Gulf, and after January, 1864, 
the Department of Alabama, Mississippi, and East Louisiana. The unit was stationed at or near 
Mobile throughout the war, and participated in the conflicts at Forts Gaines and Morgan, 
Spanish Fort, and Fort Blakely. With 64 officers and men it surrendered on May 4, 1865. 
Lieutenant Colonel James H. Hallonquist was in command. 

No further record of Willis has been found.

He served in Company H (Morton Pine Knots) with his 
father Thomas C. and his Uncle Samuel S. Creel. This information not only provides 
possible clues as to Thomas's wife but also in the movement of my Richard to Scott 
County in the mid-1830's. It is interesting that he was enumerated in two different 
households in two adjacent counties. It also appears that some of his sisters were listed in 
different households in the two counties also. Some of these are quite interesting in that 
they show both NC and TN connections concerning the head of households in these 
families. Thanks for all of the work you are doing concerning these records.

20th Infantry Regiment completed its organization in September, 1861, at Montgomery, 
Alabama. The men were recruited in the counties of Jefferson, Greene, Bibb, Perry, 
Dallas, Hale, Tuscaloosa, Washington, and Russell. After serving at Mobile the unit was 
brigaded under Generals Barton, Tracy, and S.D. Lee. It moved to Kentucky, but prior to 
the Battle of Murfreesboro it was ordered to Mississippi. Here it took an active part in the 
conflicts at Port Gibson and Champion's Hill and was captured on July 4, 1863, when 
Vicksburg fell. Exchanged and reorganized, the 20th was placed in General Pettus’ 
Brigade, Army of Tennessee. It was involved in various battles from Chattanooga to 
Nashville and ended the war in North Carolina. This unit contained 836 men in December, 
1861, sustained 58 casualties at Chattanooga, and totalled 526 men and 376 arms on 
December 14, 1863. During January, 1865 there were 305 present, and it surrendered with 
about 165. The field officers were Colonels Charles D. Anderson, James M. Dedman, LW.

After skirmishing in Mississippi it saw 
action in various conflicts in North Georgia and Alabama. Some of the men were captured 
in the fight at Selma, and only a remnant surrendered with the Department of Alabama, 
Mississippi, and East Louisiana. The field officers were Colonels Edward Dillon and J.L. 
McCarty, Lieutenant Colonel James Gordon, and Majors J.L. Harris and John J. Perry.

3rd Infantry Regiment State Troops completed its organization at Garysburg, North 
Carolina, in May, 1861. The men were from Wilmington and the counties of Green, 
Duplin, Cumberland, Onslow, Bladen, New Hanover, and Beaufort. During July part of 
the regiment moved to Richmond, Virginia, then was joined by the remaining companies 
some weeks later. After serving in the Department of Northern Virginia and the 
Department of North Carolina, it was attached to General Ripley's, Colston's, Steuart's, 
and Cox's Brigade. The 3rd fought on many battlefields of the army from the Seven Days' 
around Appomattox. It reported 46 casualties at Beaver Dam Creek , 80 at Malvern Hill, 
253 at Sharpsburg, 3 at Fredericksburg, and 179 at Chancellorsville. The unit lost 4 killed 
and 10 wounded at Second Winchester, forty percent of the 548 engaged at Gettysburg , 
and 7 killed and 65 wounded during the Mine Run Campaign. It surrendered with 4 
officers and 53 men in April, 1865. The field officers were Colonels William L. DeRosset, 
Gaston Meares, and Stephen D. Thruston; Lieutenant Colonels Robert H. Cowan, William 
M. Parsley, and Edward Savage; and Major William T. Ennett.

6th Cavalry Regiment [also called 2nd Regiment] was organized with 1,150 men at 


Dallas, Texas, in September, 1861. Many of the men were from Dallas, McKinney, 
Waco, Austin, and Lancaster, and Bell County. The unit skirmished in the Indian 
Territory, fought at Elkhorn Tavern, then moved west of the Mississippi River. It 
contained 803 effectives in the spring of 1862 and was dismounted during the 
battles at Corinth and Hatchie Bridge. Here the regiment reported 148 killed, 
wounded, or missing. Assigned to Ross’ Brigade, it served with the Army of 
Tennessee during the Atlanta Campaign, was active in Tennessee, and ended the 
war in Mississippi attached to the Department of Alabama, Mississippi, and East 
Louisiana. The field officers were Colonels Lawrence S. Ross, B. Warren Stone, 
and Jack Wharton; Lieutenant Colonels John S. Griffith and Peter F. Ross; and 
Robert M. White and Stephen B. Wilson.

son of William Randall & Margaret WOODS Creel. 


3rd Infantry Regiment [also called 2nd Regiment] was organized near Springfield, 
Missouri, in January, 1862. Many of the men were from St. Louis and Jefferson and 
Franklin counties. The unit soon moved east of the Mississippi River and was active in the 
engagements at Iuka and Corinth. Later it was.assigned to Bowen's Brigade, Department 
of Mississippi and East Louisiana. The 3rd fought in various conflicts during the 
Vicksburg siege and was captured on July 4, 1863. Exchanged and assigned to General 
Cockrell's Brigade, it was consolidated with the 5th Regiment. This command participated 
in the Atlanta Campaign, endured Hood's winter operations in Tennessee, then aided in the 
defense of Mobile. The 3rd lost 5 killed, 65 wounded, and 23 missing at Corinth, had 13 
killed, 63 wounded, and 44 missing at Champion's Hill, and during the Vicksburg siege 
had 18 killed and 83 wounded. In the Atlanta Campaign, May 18 to September 5, the 
3rd/Sth reported 128 casualties and 68 at Allatoona. Very few surrendered in May, 1865. 
Its commanders were Colonels William R. Gause, James A. Prichard, and Benjamin A. 
Rives; Lieutenant Colonels Finley L. Hubbell and James K. McDowell, and Major Robert 
J. Williams. Served as color bearer, Co C, 2nd Regt Mo Cav, CSA. Shows as a Corporal in Co C, 
3rd Mo Inf, shows in Co C, First Cavalry, Fourth Div. 


From a record of Captain James W. Allen of St. Louis - "Cladius J. Creel, enlisted 12-20-1861, age 
20, Carroll Co., MO, for one year, farmer...engaged at Carthage, Oakhills, Elkhorn (Pea Ridge), 
Farmington, Iuka, Corinth, Grand Gulf, Port Gibson, Baker's Creek, slightly wounded in thigh at 
Vicksburg (where captured 7-4-1863 and paroled 4 days later), Georgia campaign 1864, 
Allatoona, GA, where he was killed 10-5-1864"...he almost made it. 


He was a Corporal in Maj. Gen. S. G. French's division, which attempted that day to dislodge a 
Union force under Brig. Gen. John M. Corse guarding the railroad pass at Allatoona. The 
Confederate troops almost made it but the assault failed. French withdrew, having heard of a 
nonexistent Union relief force. CSA lost 122 killed, 443 wounded, and 234 missing out of a few 
over 2,000 engaged(40% loss); the Union had 142 killed, 352 wounded and 212 missing out of a 
few under 2,000 engaged (35% loss). Evangelist P. P. Bliss was inspired by Corse’s desperate 
defense to write the hymn "Hold the Fort, For We Are Coming". The hymn would echo long after 
the guns at Allatoona fell silent... perhaps the 264 dead Americans would later find comfort in it. 
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James Andrew Creel, 1836 Marshall Co. MS - Apr 20 1917 Garland Co. 
AR, 4th Battn Ark Inf, CSA; son of John & Naney ROBINSON Cree]; 
brother of John Grimes Creel. 

4th Infantry Battalion was organized near Little Rock, Arkansas, in November, 1861, with 
four companies. Ordered east of the Mississippi River, the unit served in the Army of the 
Mississippi before being assigned to McNair's Brigade, Army of Tennessee. The unit 
fought in the Kentucky Campaign, then was active at Murfreesboro. Later it merged into 
the 4th (McNair's) Arkansas Regiment. Lieutenant Colonel Francis A. Terry, and Majors 
John McKay and Jesse A. Ross were in command. 

Daniel Thomas Creel (PS - my first cousin. 3 times removed) 

1917 - August, widow Florence filed for Confederate Pension, James having died in April.

At that time it joined the 
Army of Tennessee with more than 1,000 men. Assigned to General Cantey's and Shelley's 
Brigade the unit participated in many conflicts from Resaca to Nashville, then fought at 
Kinston and Bentonville. It lost about 100 at Resaca, and had many disabled at New Hope 
Church, Peach Tree Creek, Franklin, and Nashville. Less than 90 surrendered on April 26, 
1865. The field officers were Colonels John F. Conoley and John R. F. Tattnall, 
Lieutenant Colonel Benjamin Morris, and Major Henry B. Turner.

It 
served on the Mississippi coast, saw action in Kentucky, then was assigned to Generals 
J.P. Anderson's, Tucker's, and Sharp's Brigade, Army of Tennessee. The 7th participated 
in many conflicts of the army from Murfreesboro to Atlanta, marched with Hood to 
Tennessee, and fought in North Carolina. It was mustered into Confederate service with 
911 officers and men, and sustained 20 casualties at Munfordville, 113 at Murfreesboro, 
and 75 at Chickamauga.

At that time it joined the Army of Tennessee with 
more than 1,000 men. Assigned to General Cantey's and Shelley's Brigade the unit 
participated in many conflicts from Resaca to (Franklim) to Nashville, then fought at Kinston 
and Bentonville.

It was assigned 
to Hagood's Brigade, then one company was permitted to organize and equip as a light 
battery (Beaufort Artillery), and the regiment served with nine companies.

These 2 brothers very likely joined the Union "straight 
out" because if they had served the South beforehand they would not have been allowed 
to soldier in the South but would have become “galvanized Yankees"(captured Southern 
soldiers who took the oath and joined the Union cause) and been sent West for frontier 
duty against Native Americans - which may have been the case for John Creel(#97), 
shown with the 36th Regt WISCONSIN Inf, USA. The Minneconju Sioux there "rose up" 
during the Civil War. The pompous General Pope (who had his "headquarters in his 
saddle"- HEE-HEE-HEE!) was sent there to suppress them after Lee and Jackson 
"suppressed" him in August 1862!

After fighting at Farmington, Mississippi, and Richmond, Kentucky, it was 
assigned to McNair's and D. H. Reynold's Brigade, Army of Tennessee. From April to 
August, 1863, the 25th was consolidated with the 31st Arkansas Regiment. It fought at 
Murfreesboro and Jackson, then participated in the campaigns of the army from 
Chickamauga to Bentonville. The unit reported 10 casualties at Richmond, lost 7 killed, 
51 wounded, and 3 missing at Murfreesboro, and of the 111 engaged at Chickamauga, 
fifty-five percent were disabled.

Son Samuel E. was also recorded in Co C, Manigault's Battn SC Art. 18th Heavy Artillery 
Battalion [often called the Siege Train Artillery Battalion] was organized during the spring 
of 1862 with three companies. Many of the men were from Charleston. It was assigned to 
the Department of South Carolina, Georgia, and Florida, and fought at Fort Sumter, 
Grimball's Landing, Battery Wagner, James Island, and John's Island. In June, 1864, 
Company C was transferred to Pegram's Battalion of Artillery, Army of Northern Virginia 
and was active in the Petersburg siege.

"I moved to Fayetteville GA in 1989 on an old road called Hi-Lo. It is a curvy windy road which 
existed prior to the War Between the States. It is located south of Fayetteville near a little town 
called Inman. I love old books so I was visiting a collector who sells and writes books relating to 
the war. I told him my ggg grandfather John Wesley Creel and his son Robert Gaines Creel both 
served in Calvary units from Mississippi. He was verv knowledgeable about the war and asked me 
where I lived. He informed me that my grandfathers units skirmished the Union calvary all up 
and down Hi-Lo road before the big battle in Lovejoy GA. Since that time I have obtained a CD 
version of the Official Reports and found references from Union reports where they encountered 
pickets from the 12th MS Calvary right outside Fayetteville. 


This report is somewhat funny in that thev did not fight at this time. The Union soldiers hollered 
at the Rebels and asked them what unit thev were with. One of the Rebels hollered out the 12th 
MS Calvary. 


Needless to say many times as I travel down this road I think of my grandfathers and what they 
may have been thinking being so far away from Scott County MS and being so close to South 
Carolina where John Wesley was born. 


Both of my Grandfathers were in the Battle at Selma Alabama under General Forest and 
surrendered together in the same unit shortly thereafter. It appears the war devastated my 
grandfathers as they moved from Scott County to Amite County. Old John is buried somewhere 
in Amite while Robert is buried in Hollywood Cemetery in McComb, MS. Robert's daughter 
Maggie Creel married my great grandfather Jessie Williams in 1899 m McComb, M5.

A wound in the hip likely means he was "in the open" when hit - as in the 
near-suicidal charge ordered by the inept General Hood. General Hood was "miffed" at his Army 
because of the lost chance to destroy the Union Army at Spring Hill earlier - lost because Hood 
failed in his responsibility to reconnoiter the ground and to maintain cohesion of his units - he 
had been given the same chance General Schwarzkopf had in the Gulf War - to flank, envelop and 
rout or capture an entire army. ,

Matthew Nathan Creel, 1834 Culpeper Co. VA - Aug 28 1862 
Brawner's Farm (Second Manassas) VA: 52nd Rest VA Inf, CSA; son 


of Morris & Frances LEGG Creel. 

52nd Infantry Regiment was organized at Staunton, Virginia, in August, 1861. Many of its 
members were from Augusta County. It fought at Greenbrier River and Camp Alleghany, 
and later in Jackson's Valley Campaign. The unit was then assigned to Early's, W. Smith's, 
Pegram's, and J.A. Walker's Brigade in the Army of Northern Virginia. It participated in 
various conflicts from the Seven Days' Battles to Cold Harbor, marched with Early to the 
Shenandoah Valley, and was active around Appomattox. This regiment lost 2 wounded 
and 6 missing at Camp Alleghany, had 7 killed and 46 wounded at McDowell, and 
suffered 14 killed and 87 wounded at Cross Keys and Port Republic. It reported 29 
casualties at Gaines’ Mill 61 at Second Manassas, 13 at Fredericksburg, and 12 at 
Chancellorsville. Of the 254 engaged at Gettysburg, six percent were disabled. On April 9, 
1865, it surrendered with 7 officers and 53 men of which 14 were armed. The field officers 
were Colonels John B. Baldwin, John D. Lilley, John D.H. Ross, and Thomas H. Watkins. 


Served in Captain Edward Moon Dabney's Co. C, 52nd VA Inf Regt, Early's Brigade, Ewell's 
Division, CSA. Enlisted July 16, 1861, at Staunton, VA. 


Killed at Battle of Second Manassas (Second Bull Run). The 52nd had moved in front of the 
railroad cut, preparing to form a battle line. One shell from the 4th US Artillery Battery exploded. 
in the midst of the 52nd column of fours, killing 7 and wounding 11 men(14 of these men were in 
Co. C), during the evening of August 28, 1862. This happened on the first day of engagement, at 
what is known as the Battle of Brawner's Farm. 


Matthew's father later received Matthew's accumulated pay - $131.11. Morris Creel was living in 
Madison Co., VA, at the time. 


Matthew had not married. His body was likely buried in the Groveton Cemetery on the 
battlefield and was possibly reclaimed later by his family.

No history found but like brother Joel was probably pressed into service in latter half of 1864 
and served into Tennessee and later in NC with Hood and the "remnants" of the Army of the 
Tennessee after "Hood played hell in Tennessee" 


(taken from a Confederate ditty to the tune of "The Yellow Rose of Texas" - grim humor indeed!)

8th Infantry Regiment was organized at Enterprize, Mississippi, during the spring of 1861. 
Many of its members were from Jones, Wilkinson, and Clarke counties. The unit served in 
Florida and Mississippi, then was assigned to General J.K. Jackson's, Gist's, and Lowry’'s 
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Brigade, Army of Tennessee. It participated in the campaigns of the army from 
Murfreesboro to Atlanta, was with Hood in Tennessee, and saw action in North Carolina. 
This regiment lost forty-seven percent of the 282 at Murfreesboro and twenty-three 
percent of the 375 at Chickamauga. In December, 1863, it totalled 287 men and 169 arms. 
Its casualties at the Battle of Atlanta were 13 killed, 71 wounded, and 3 missing, and few 
surrendered on April 26, 1865. The field officers were Colonels G.C. Chandler, Guilford 
G. Flynt, and John C. Wilkinson; Lieutenant Colonels James T. Gates, Aden McNeill, and 
John F. Smith; and Majors Andrew E. Moody, George F. Peek, and William Watkins. 

No further record found - likely a victim of disease. Deaths by disease outnumbered battle 
deaths almost 4 to 1, although this unit appears to have had heavy battle casualties. 


Nicholas Brown Creel, c1821 Marion Co. SC - Jun 8 1862 Saltillo MS; 
10th Regt SC Inf, CSA: son of Jesse & Elizabeth POWELL? Creel. 

10th Infantry Regiment was organized at Camp Marion, near Georgetown, South 
Carolina, in July, 1861. Its members were raised in the counties of Georgetown, Horry, 
Williamsburg, Marion, and Charleston. The regiment moved to Cat Island where many of 
the men suffered from typhoid fever, measles, and mumps. In March, 1862, it was sent 
to Mississippi, then in the Kentucky Campaign it was involved in the capture of 
Munfordsville. During the war it was assigned to General Manigault's and Sharp's Brigade 
and from September, 1863 to April, 1864, was consolidated with the 19th Regiment. The 
unit served with the Army of Tennessee from Murfreesboro to Atlanta, endured Hood's 
winter campaign in Tennessee, and saw action in North Carolina. It lost 16 killed, 91 
wounded, and 2 missing at Murfreesboro, and the 10th/19th had 236 killed or wounded at 
Chickamauga and totalled 436 men and 293 arms in December, 1863. During the Atlanta 
Campaign, July 20-28, the 10th Regiment lost 19 of 24 officers engaged and surrendered 
on April 26, 1865, with no officers and 55 men. The field officers were Colonels Arthur 
M. Manigault and James F. Pressley, Lieutenant Colonels Julius T. Porcher and C. Irvine 
Walker, and Major A.J. Shaw. 


1860 - as Brown Creel, age 25(1!), Farm Laborer, SC; #1891, Lynches Creek PO, Marion Co., SC. 
"_.died June 8, 1862, in a field hospital in Satillo, MS. The cards you mentioned for Civil War 
records state he died from “disease.” I'm curious if there's any record of where he's buried or 
what the specific disease was. He was a member of Manigault's Bn. from SC. 10th Regiment, 
Company I- Swamp Fox Guards." - post of John Creel

Peyton H. Creel, 1838 Fauquier Co. VA - ?; 38th Battn VA Lt 
Art(Read's) & 49th Regt Va Inf, CSA; son of William Griffith & Dorcas 
LUNSFORD Creel. 

49th Infantry Regiment completed its organization in July, 1861. Its members were from 
the counties of Prince William, Warren, Fauquier, Rappahannock, Amherst, and 
Shenandoah. Three companies fought at First Manassas and these companies formed the 
nucleus of the regiment. It was assigned to General Featherston's, Early's, W. Smith's, 
Pegram's, and J.A. Walker's Brigade, Army of Northern Virginia. The unit participated in 
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many battles from Williamsburg to Cold Harbor, was active in Early's Shenandoah Valley 
operations, and took part in the final campaign at Appomattox. It reported 40 casualties at 
First Manassas and in April, 1862, contained 539 effectives. The regiment lost fifty-three 
Battles, and suffered 5 killed and 73 wounded in the Maryland Campaign. At 
Fredericksburg 6 were killed and 46 wounded, at Gettysburg thirty-five percent of the 281 
were disabled, and at The Wilderness and Spotsylvania 87 were lost. On April 9, 1865, it 
surrendered with 9 officers and 46 men. The field officers were Colonels John C. Gibson 
and William Smith, Lieutenant Colonels Charles B. Christian and Edward Murray, and 
Major Caleb Smith. 


38th Artillery Battalion contained four companies and was organized in June, 1863. The 
unit did not serve as one command but did participate in many campaigns of the Army of 
Northern Virginia. Its companies were the Fauquier Light Artillery, the Richmond Fayette 
Light Artillery, the Hampden Light Artillery, and Latham's-Blount's Battery. See history of 
each unit for details. The field officers were Majors Joseph G. Blount, James Dearing, 
John P.W. Read, and Robert M. Stribling. 


OPINION: May be another case of a refusal to invade the North. The organization of the 
Light Artillery unit in June of 1863(as Lee was preparing his Gettysburg Campaign} seems 
more than coincidence - over 20% of his Army "straggled" when he crossed the Potomac 
in June. 


No further record being found of this man suggests his death late in the Civil War or soon 


afterward. 
Daniel Thomas Creel. 3rd cousin 3 times removed 


Preston H. Creel, 1840 Barbour Co. AL - May 8 1865 Camp Chase Ohio; another son of 
Levi Creel; unit history covered before. Shown on a Muster Roll of Co. K, 4th Battn Ala Vols, 
subsequently Co. K, 29th Regt Ala Inf, CSA, 3-10-1862 - date of organization. Mustered for 3 
vears of service or the war, as Cantley's Brigade, Dept Gulf Army of the West. 


Was elected 2nd Lieutenant on 9-21-1863. Must have fought under Joe Johnston and Hood in 
the desperate battles to save Atlanta. Preston marched north with Hood's Army of the Tennessee 
and was wounded at the Battle of Franklin on 11-30-1864, struck by a cannon ball (cannister 
shot?) in the right side of his chest, involving the lung. Preston was in Cantley's Brigade under 
Brigadier General Charles M. Shelley, Walthall's Division. Their attack was made against the 
main earthworks near the cotton gin west of Lewisburg Pike. The Federal's 8th Ohio Artillery was 
there and most likely was responsible for the wounding of Preston. 


Here are some lines from the book (Confederacv's Last Hurrah, by Wiley Sword) - 

".. Shelley's men surged toward the embrasures at the cotton gin. When only a few paces away, 
Baldwin's twelve-pounder Napoleons fired with double charges of canister into their massed 
ranks. Baldwin said he could hear two sounds: the detonation of the charges and the crunching 
of bones in front of the muzzles." 


He was subsequently captured on 12-17-1864 by Union forces advancing back through Franklin. 
Appeared on a register of the USA General Hospital in Nashville on March 26, 1865. Transferred 
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the next day to the Provost Marshall and sent to Louisville Military Prison before 4-1-1865. 
Transferred to Camp Chase in Ohio on 4-3-1865, arriving on the 4th. He died there of 
pneumonia on May 8,1865, a month after the end of the War. He was buried in grave #1944, 


located 1/3 mile south of Camp Chase. 
OPINION: the H. stood for HOLMAN. REASON: From AIW, a letter of Mrs. N. Kemper, 
Edmond, OK, 1972 - 


"Preston Creel of Edmond, OK, indicates his grandfather, Holman Creel(b1861), was orphaned 
in Alabama and an uncle took him to Arkansas...” 


Preston's wife was Frances Martha HORN CREEL PRICE WALKER, who died Sept 30, 1880. 


Prvor Barker Creel, 1845 MS - Mar 17 1864 Demopolis AL; 20th Regt 
Miss Inf, CSA: son of Thomas C. & ? PRYOR? Creel. 

20th Infantry Regiment was organized during the late summer of 1861 with men from 
Bolivar, Monroe, Noxubee, Adams, Scott, Carroll, and Newton counties. The unit moved 
to Virginia, then Tennessee where in February, 1862, it was captured at Fort Donelson. In 
this engagement it lost 19 killed of the 31 officers and 469 men present. The regiment was 
exchanged and assigned to Tilghman's and J.Adams' Brigade, Department of Mississippi 
and East Louisiana. For a time it served in the Vicksburg area, then transferred to the 
Army of Tennessee. Placed in J. Adams' and Lowry's Brigade, the 20th was involved in 
the Atlanta and Tennessee Campaigns and ended the war in North Carolina. Only a 
remnant surrendered on April 26, 1865. Its commanders were Colonels William N. Brown 
and D.R. Russell; Lieutenant Colonels D.H. Maury, Horace H. Miller, and Walter A. 
Rorer; and Majors William M. Chatfield, Thomas B. Graham, and C.K. Massey. 


Enlisted 6-1-1863 at Camp #20, Mississippi, by Captain Barbee for the war. Lt. F. H. Harrison 
confirmed his death 3-31-1864. He had contracted Typhoid Fever and died of pneumonia on 3- 
17-1864. 


1860 - Prion Creal, 15, Student, MS; #991, Brandon PO, Rankin Co., MS. In Abraham Barker 
home, 65, SC 


Reuben Creel, 1843 MS - Jul 26 1862 POW, Chicago IL: Co H, 14th 
Regt Miss Inf, CSA: son of Collin Woodbury & Lucinda NICHOLAS 
Creel. 
14th Infantry Regiment [also called Beauregard Rifles] was organized at Jackson, 
Mississippi, in October, 1861. The men were from the counties of Clarke, Oktibbeha, 
Lauderdale, Winston, Lowndes, Monroe, and Tishomingo. Sent to Kentucky then 
Tennessee, it was captured at Fort Donelson in February, 1862. After being exchanged, it 
was attached to Tilghman's and Gregg's Brigade, Department of Mississippi and East 
Louisiana. The regiment saw action at Coffeeville and in various conflicts around 
Vicksburg. A detachment was captured when that city fell in July, 1863. Later it was 
attached to J. Adams' and Lowrey's Brigade, Army of Tennessee. The 14th was active in 
the Atlanta Campaign, Hood's Tennessee operations, and the fight at Bentonville. It was 
organized with 1,034 officers and men, had 650 effectives in February, 1862, and had 24 
officers and 287 men fit for duty in April, 1863. The unit surrendered with no officers and 
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40 men. Its commanders were Colonels George W. Abert, William E. Baldwin, and 
Washington L. Doss, and Lieutenant Colonels Robert J. Lawrence and M.E. Norris. 


Served as a Private in Meridian Invincibles, Capt. W. F. Crumpton's Co. (Co H), 14th Regt Miss 
Vols(14th Regt Miss Inf), CSA. Enlisted at Corinth, MS, May 28, 1861. Command was 
surrendered February 16, 1862 at the fall of Fort Donelson on the Tennessee River to the Federal 
forces under Ulysses S. Grant. He was imprisoned and died of pneumonia, after having had 
typhoid fever during the month of March, as a POW at Camp Douglas, Chicago, Illinois. 
Lucinda Creel, his mother, appeared before Confederate authorities and testified Reuben left 
"neither wife or child or father". She was later awarded $203.78, for 10 months and 26 days of 
service, clothing allowance and bounty, approved June 6, 1863, at Paulding, MS, signed by 
Thomas P. Sliden, Clerk in the Second Auditer's Office of the Treasury Department of the 
Confederate States of America. Payment was made to her attorney, J. J. Shannon, by Capt. John 
Decker on September 2, 1863. 


1860 - Reuben, 16, living with and working for uncle Harris Creel. 
Daniel Thomas Creel 


Reuben A. Creel, Feb 28 1843 Adair Co. KY - afti88o ?: Robertson's 


Rest MO State Guards, CSA: son of Simeon & Margaret Martha 
ELLIOTT Creel. 

Served as a private in 6th Co of Colonel F. L. Robertson's Regt of Missouri State Guard. Regiment 
was captured 12-19-1861 (before being organized) near Milford, MO, while en route to jom Gen. 
Sterling Price's army. 


No evidence exists that it was ever reassembled after the men's release from captivity. 


1880 - probable - Frank Creel, age not given, Teamster, KY KY KY; #161, Carrollton, Carroll Co., 
MO; next door to John Elzie Creel, also son of Simeon Creel. 


Believe he had married Elizabeth (Bettie) Allen, younger sister of John Elzie's wife. Jane Allen, 
mother of Matilda & Elizabeth, was next door also, to the other side. 


Reuben seems the only possible Creel, considering the time, place and circumstance.

Richard Harrison Creel, 1818 - Aug 1863, 3rd Battn Ms Cav 
RESERVES, CSA; son of Thomas & Elizabeth DEARMAN Creel. 
REASON - age and RESERVES status. 

"Units of the Confederate States Army” by Joseph H. Crute, Jr. contains no history for 
this umit. NOTE: Again we have a Reserve status, meaning the very young, old, etc. 


An alternate identification is possible - Richard's second cousin Harris C. Creel, 
Mav 1 1848 - Jun $ 1925 Polk Co., TX, (also?) served 23rd Battn Miss Cav, CSA; 
son of James R. & Elizabeth DEARMAN Creel. 
NO RECORD per Crute for that unit either but "Pvt in Capt. John Gillis' Co., 23rd Battn 
Miss Cav" is on his headstone in Texas and that unit was part of Walthall's Brigade, S. C. 
Lee's Division in Hood's army late in the War. An online listing has him as Harrison Creel. 
Tombstone has him as Harris C. and his CSA service as a Pvt in Capt. John Gillis’ Co., 23rd Battn 
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Miss Cav. That unit found further to have been part of Walthall's Brigade, S. C. Lee's Division.

Scott County MS as their home. 

Grandson of my Richard Creal. He is also enumerated in the 1860 census with his father 
Thomas in Scott County MS. He served in Company H (Morton Pine Knots) with his 
father Thomas C. and his Uncle Samuel S. Creel. This information not only provides 
possible clues as to Thomas's wife but also in the movement of my Richard to Scott 
County in the mid-1830's. It is interesting that he was enumerated in two different 
households in two adjacent counties. It also appears that some of his sisters were listed in 
different households in the two counties also. Some of these are quite interesting in that 
they show both NC and TN connections concerning the head of households in these 
families. Thanks for all of the work you are doing concerning these records.”

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Some of the men were captured in the fight at Selma, and only a remnant surrendered with 
the Department of Alabama, Mississippi, and East Louisiana. The field officers were 
Colonels Edward Dillon and J.L. McCarty, Lieutenant Colonel James Gordon, and Majors 
J.L. Harris and John J. Perry. No history found of Yerger's Regiment. 


Served in Co K, 2nd Miss Cav, CSA, until the end of the War. Officers were General Armstrong 
and Captain Burke. Discharged at Atlanta, GA.

The 
men were recruited in the counties of Jefferson, Greene, Bibb, Perry, Dallas, Hale, 
Tuscaloosa, Washington, and Russell. After serving at Mobile the unit was brigaded under 
Generals Barton, Tracy, and S.D. Lee. It moved to Kentucky, but prior to the Battle of 
Murfreesboro it was ordered to Mississippi. Here it took an active part in the conflicts at 
Port Gibson and Champion's Hill and was captured on July 4, 1863, when Vicksburg fell. 
Exchanged and reorganized, the 20th was placed in General Pettus' Brigade, Army of 
Tennessee. It was involved in various battles from Chattanooga to Nashville and ended the 
war in North Carolina. This unit contained 836 men in December, 1861, sustained 58 
casualties at Chattanooga, and totalled 526 men and 376 arms on December 14, 1863. 
During January, 1865 there were 305 present, and it surrendered with about 165. The field 
officers were Colonels Charles D. Anderson, James M. Dedman, IW. Garrott, and 
Edmund W. Pettus; Lieutenant Colonels John W. Davis and Mitchell T. Porter; and 
Majors John G. Harris and Alfred S. Pickering.

Our project depends upon analysis of the DNA located on the Y 
chromosome of male participants. Every human being has 23 pairs of 
chromosomes, half of each pair coming from each parent. The 23" 
chromosome pair determines the sex of an individual. Females have 
two X chromosomes and males have one X and one Y. If the fathers 
X sperm fertilizes the mother X egg, the XY results is a son. Because 
a male’s Y chromosome comes only from the father, it is an (almost 
always) exact copy of his father’s , his father’s fathers father’s 
father’s etc. However, over the course of many generations, some 
very slight changes, or mutations, do occur and are passed down. 


DNA testing labs select a number of specific sites ( markers) on 
various regions of the Y chromosome and report the number of 
mutations thereon as a series of numbers. The mutation rate is about 
one per 500 generations. 


We have chosen Family Tree DNA for our “Y” chromosome es 
For more information on DNA testing, including FAQ’s and other 
technical issues, look at Family Tree DNA web site. 


The following conclusions of the DNA studies by Dan Creel 
(moderator of the Creel DNA project ). 


With the first six YDNA results in, there have been three distinct 
Cree] lines identified. 


1) A “Virginia” line represented in Kit # 4HQ5G. Genealogical 
evidence proves this line back to William Creel of Virginia, 1703- 
1757. 


2) A “North Carolina” line represented in Kit # WPECQ. This line 
has been proven back to James Creel, first noted North Carolina, c 
1766- May 1829; son of Sarah Mozingo and an unknown Creel father 
who probably lived in Dobbs County, NC. James moved to Marion 
County, South Carolina and many descendants still live in South 
Carolina. 


3) A “Barnwell” line represented by the other 4 test results. The 
“one way” discrepancy noted in Kit # 3N2WZ is considered to be due 
to a later mutation whereas genealogical proof has established that 
line back to the Barnwell Creels. Included within the Barnwell Creels 
are the lines of 


a) Thomas Creel (m Elizabeth Dearman), c 1772-Oct 1859, Jones 
County, MS. Descendants live mainly in Mississippi and Louisiana. 


b) William Creel (m Nancy Valentine), c 1774-July 1837, Barnwell 
County, SC. Descendants live mainly in southem Alabama and 
Florida. 
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¢) Solomon Creel (m Mary ?) c 1795-bef 1860, AL. Evidence 
suggests Solomon was a nephew of Thomas and William Creel who 
were brothers, two sons of Thomas Creel and Charity Duke , who 
ended their days in Barnwell County, SC. Descendants of Solomon 
live mainly in Florida. 


Another test kit will soon be initiated that may help to clarify the “one 
away” mutation of the Solomon Creel. 


There remain several lines of Creel males that need to be clarified by 
YDNA tests, including: 


a) “Old Virginia”- many Creels still live there that have lineage 
back to the late 1600s. Tests would clarify links to other lines. 


b) “West Virginia’- the David-George line from Prince William 
County, VA, late 1700s. 


c) “Kentucky”-the Charles Creels-Sarah Stapp line from Orange 
County, VA, late 1700s. This line includes the “Old Mexico” branch 
of Reuben Waggoner Creel who has many living descendants in 
Mexico. 


d) “St. Louis”-Creel lines from Ireland, France, Germany and 
Slovokia have been noted on US censuses with some tied to St. Louis.

Sarah Creal got her second chance at love late in life. oe Neb\\e Cy. OL. 


A divorcee with two sons, a daughter and a new granddaughter, she planned to remarry in January 1993. She called off the wedding 
when she was diagnosed with AIDS. 


When she was initially interviewed last year for the Mobile Press Register's special section, “The Changing Face of AIDS," Ms. Creal 
said she didn't want to burden her fiance with her health problems. 


“Losing me will be bad enough, but | can't put Ted $50,000 or $60,000 in debt with 
a huge hospital bill. He's been too good to me and the kids," she said. 
Ms. Creal said she contracted the disease through a blood transfusion in the early 1980s. 


Shortly after the special section was published, Ms. Creal changed her mind and married the man she met in a church singles group. 
She died last February. 


Of the three people interviewed for “The Changing Face of AIDS,” Ms. Creal and a gay man who called himself Wayne Daniels since 
have died. 


“Very few of the people living with AIDS are willing to give their real name," Diane Hamp-

from a local AIDS activist who knew Daniels when he was a volunteer at Mobile AIDS Support Services, said Thursday. “It has to do 
with the repercussions and discrimination." 


Daniels wasn't surprised when he found out he was HiV-positive in 1985. A 34-year-old former restaurant manager, he'd lost many 
friends to AIDS. 


“At first | denied it because it was devastating. There was so much discrimination. If you were HIV-positive, you were the lowest of the 
low. | didn't want anybody to know, not even my closest friends," he said in an interview for the special section. 


And maybe that's why Daniels a gay man who said he got the disease by engaging in unprotected sex cidn't use his real name for the 
article. _ 


When he sat for the interview with a Press Register reporter last year, Daniels knew his time was short. 


~The worst part is knowing I'll miss out on a lot the sheer sadness of leaving my family,” he said last year. “| won't even hit my 40th 
birthday. My friends will outlive me. I'm doing my grieving now, they'll do it afterward.” 


He died two months ago. 


Annie Orlandi, the only survivor among the three people with human immunodeficiency virus and AIDS interviewed for the Press 
Register's special section, fills her days volunteering as a driver for the Salvation Army. 


She says she doesn't want to waste time feeling sorry for herself because of her status. HIV-positive since 1988, she was diagnosed 
three months ago with full-blown acquired immune deficiency syndrome. 


The 35-year-old New York native has two sons. One lives with her, the other with his grandmother in New York. 
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When she was interviewed last year, Ms. Orlandi, a single mother, was candid about how she contracted the disease. 


“| started fooling around with drugs when | was 13 drinking beer, smoking reefer," she said at the time. “When | was 17, | went to 
college at Long Island University on a basketball scholarship. | hung out with the girls on the team and they introduced me to “black 
beauties" and cocaine; they said it would make me run faster." 


Pretty soon, her drug use included shooting up with friends. 


“I've been a heroin addict since 1983. | started out sniffing heroin and cocaine but then | was with a guy who shot it. He said, “Try it.’ | 
felt so much higher that ! switched.” 


She found out she was HIV-positive after taking a mandatory AIDS test at the Salvation Army's shelter for women and children. 
Since that time, Ms. Orlandi has been through alcohol and drug treatment. She's been sober for nearly two years. 


Although she was diagnosed with full-blown AIDS only recently, Ms. Orlandi works full-time driving bell-ringers to their work sites for the 
Salvation Army and doing custodial work at the agency's facility. 


“| just have to keep moving,” she said Thursday. “1 can't give up. When people give in to it, that's when they die.” 
Ms. Orlandi, who said she rarely has a sick day, looks to her faith in God to keep from being afraid of the future. 
“| believe everything is going to work out for me," she said. “| have faith in God. | know he's gonna take care of me."

Sarah Creal, 41, resides in Grand Bay. She is the mother of Callie Rodgers, 19; Greg, 16; and Tony, 17. She also has a 3-month-old 
granddaughter, Haley Rodgers. 


Divorced for three years, she is engaged to Ted Stevenson, whom she met at a Baptist singles group two years ago. They planned to 
be married last January but canceled their plans when she was diagnosed with AIDS. She was infected by a blood transfusion in the 
early 1980s. 


“If I'd known about this sooner," she said, “| wouldn't have gotten involved with him." In her own words, this is her story: 


I've had it rough health-wise for the last 10 to 15 years. | was diagnosed with muscular dystrophy in 1984 and my son Greg also has 
MD. | was confined to a wheelchair for a while, but it's in remission now. 


| was in the wheelchair when | lost my husband and my 14-year-old almost lost his leg in an accident. We were a two-wheelchair family. 
| didn't even have the strength to push myself. But | had a girlfriend who died of cancer, so | thought ~ How can | feel sorry for me? I'll 
see my kids grow up, even if | am in a wheelchair." 


| had kidney and gatibladder surgery in 1982 and a total hip replacement in 1985. | received blood both times. | don't know which one | 
got AIDS from. | was under the impression that every time blood was taken from someone, they were tested. | didn't know that not all 
blood was checked. (EDITOR'S NOTE: Since 1985, the Red Cross has tested all units of blood for the AIDS virus.) 


| had no symptoms until November 1992, when | got a cold that moved into my lungs. | went to the doctor and got an antibiotic but | 
didn't get any better. By the next week, | couldn't breathe. Ted took me to the hospital; | had pneumonia. They tested me for 
tuberculosis and AIDS. | thought | was an unlikely candidate for AIDS. 


| spent the weekend in the hospital and on Monday | was no better so they did a biopsy of my lungs. The next day they told me I have 
AIDS. My first thought was my kids. My kids. 


After they told me, they went out in the hall and told Ted. He came in the room and held me and cried. He had to come home and tell 
my dad; they stayed up half the night crying. He brought the kids up the next day and we told them. They didn't have much to say. We 
were all numb for the first week. 


Ted was tested right away; his result was negative. The worst thing would be to know | gave someone else AIDS. | once cried when a 
technician drew blood from me without wearing gloves. 


| was in the hospital for a month. | was so sick with pneumonia that my lung collapsed; it was touch and go for a while. So | didn't really 
deal with AIDS until after Christmas, when | was healthier. 


We talked about what will happen to the kids and the house. In January, | took care of my funeral arrangements so we don't have to 
dwell on it. | drew up a will and got my affairs in order. It's scary to think past next year. 


Word spread quickly through the community, and not one person has said or done anything negative. | got cards and visits, and people 
cooked for us for a month. | got 100 calls during my first two weeks home. 


The support is tremendously important. | know when something happens to me, they'll be here for the kids. I've met other AIDS patients 
who don't have that kind of support. 


| can't imagine going through this alone. How can people turn their backs on someone who is hurting and alone? 


I've received only one negative response, from someone who said he didn't want me at his house because he had to protect his family. 
It was devastating. | couldn't believe he said that. 


| want everything out in the open, no secrets. I'm not nervous to tell people | have AIDS. 
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Some friends can't even say the word AIDS. They get shaken up and don't know how to act. They think the next time they see me, I'll 
look half-dead because when you think of someone with AIDS you think they're close to death, drawn and thin. 


| don't fit that picture, so people say, “You look so good. Are you sure you weren't misdiagnosed?" 


It helps to talk about it. | have peace: it's in God's control. But | do worry about my kids. When Greg was 4 or 5, he said, “When I grow 
up I'm going to take my kids to church and then bring them to your house for chocolate chip cookies because you make the best." | may 
not be around to do that, and that hurts more than anything. 


Ted and | had a chapel rented in Gatlinburg to get married Jan. 2, but we canceled our wedding plans. We won't reschedule until our 
finances can be resolved. Losing me will be bad enough, but | can't put Ted $50,000 or $60,000 in debt with a huge hospital bill. He's 
been too good to me and the kids. 


I've had frank talks with my kids. | wear gloves when I'm preparing food for them, in case | have a hangnail. It's one precaution | can 
take. If | thought | could give AIDS to my kids, | wouldn't cook. 


My health is super now. | have thrush and a rash on my legs but my MD has been in remission for two years. | wish this didn't have to 
happen but I've learned you can live with it and be happy. | don't have to wake up every day with “ AIDS" stamped across my forehead. 
| don't ask “why me?" | don't question God. He's been too good to me. 


Life is wonderful now. | have a wonderful man in my life and a healthy grandbaby. It couldn't be any better and | want to live each day. 
I'm living with AIDS, not dying with AIDS.

When Ted Stevenson proposed to Sarah Creal, he assumed they would grow old together as husband and wife. 
Now he’s dealing with the painful reality his fiancee may not be alive a year from now. She has AIDS. 
Stevenson is an average man. 


Middle-aged,he has two children by a previous marriage and works hard at his airline job. He doesn't seem like the kind of man whose 
life would be touched by AIDS but that,says his fiancee,is exactly the point. 


~People don't think AIDS will happen to them but it's like divorce," Ms. Creal said. “It touches everybody's family.” 
Two other patients 33-year-old Annie Orlandi and 34-year-old Wayne Daniels agreed with her message. 


Although all three got the disease in different ways Ms. Creal through a blood transfusion,Ms. Orlandi through intravenous drug use 
and Daniels through sexual contact they have much in common. 


All three have experienced some kind of personal rejection because of the disease they carry. 
Someone close to Ms. Creal told her she was no longer welcome in his home because he has to “protect his family,” she said. 


Daniels has been belittled because of his sexual orientation,his illness discounted as a “gay disease." He did not want his photograph 
to appear in the paper,fearing people would harass him or his family. 


Ms. Orlandi has painfully listened to an endless series of tasteless AIDS jokes. “'| tell them they shouldn't say things like that. They 
don't make jokes about cancer." 


All three emphasized they are not freaks;they’re average people nat unlike you or someone you know. 
A former restaurant manager, Daniels is close to his mother and three older sisters. He enjoys gardening,animals and the beach. 


Ms. Creal,a divorcee,has two sons,a daughter and a new granddaughter. She planned to remarry last January but called off the 
wedding when she was diagnosed with AIDS. She is proud of her spotless home and enjoys sitting on the beach at Dauphin Island. 


Ms. Orlandi was a college basketball star but dropped out when she became pregnant. Now a single mother of two sons,she cleans a 
church and mows yards to earn money. During her free time,she can usually be found reading the Bible or playing with her puppy,Sam. 


Daniels and Ms. Creal have one more thing in common;they doubt a cure will be found soon enough to help them. Ms. Creal fears she 
won't live to see her granddaughter grow up,and Daniels knows he will die long before his 40th birthday. 


Only Ms. Orlandi who is HIV-positive but does not have full-blown AIDS yet is not frightened of the future. “| believe they'll find a cure 
and | won't get sick. | have faith. God has a plan for me. There is hope.” --------

ELIJAH CREEL FAMILY 


Elijah Creel was born circa 1845 in Jones County, Miss., and died circa 1898 in Mobile County. He served 
in the Mississippi Cavalry, CSA, and resided in Jones County, later relocating to Lauderdale County, Miss., 
and on to Mobile. 


| am interested in learning more facts concerning his death and exact date of death. Family stories indicate 
he was killed by alligators while hunting in a swamp near his home, being found by his neighbors and family 
members. It has also been told that he may have been murdered in Wheelerville in Mobile County. 


Elijah was married to Leviney "Vina" Dearman, born Jan. 31, 1866 in Meridian in Lauderdale County, Miss., 
and died Aug. 11, 1929 in Mobile (buried in Magnolia Springs Cemetery). On the 1870 Lauderdale County 
Census, Vina was listed as Devina Stroder, living with her mother, Julia Dearman Stroder. 


The children of Elijah and Vina were Julia Creel (born Dec. 7, 1887 and died Jan. 12, 1959): Hiram Matthew 
Creel (born circa 1889 and died 1953); Leona Creel (born Nov. 20, 1891 and died March 15, 1969); Brown 
Creel (born circa 1893) «name may have been Ben; John W. Creel (born circa 1895 and died May 18, 
1917); and Hardy Houston Creel (born July 4, 1897 and died May 10, 1976).

Creel. 17th Cavalry Battalion was formed during the early spring of 1863 with two 
companies, later increased to seven. The unit served in the Department of Mississippi and 
East Louisiana, then merged into the 9th Mississippi Cavalry Regiment. Major Abner C. 
Steede was in command. 9th Cavalry Regiment was formed in December, 1864 by 
consolidating the 17th Mississippi and 17th Tennessee Cavalry Battalions. The unit was 
assigned to Ferguson's and W. Adams’ Brigade and served in the Department of South 
Carolina, Georgia, and Florida. Later it transferred to the Department of Alabama, 
Mississippi, and East Louisiana, and had many captured in the fight at Selma, Alabama. 
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Only a small number surrendered in May, 1865. Its commanders were Colonel Horace H. 
Miller, Lieutenant Colonel Abner C. Steede, and Major E.J. Sanders.

Barnett Grimsley Creel(#10 & #11), Feb 1844 - afti920, 8th Regt VA 
Inf, CSA, and 2nd Battalion, Maryland Cavalry; son of William and 
Elizabeth GRIFFITH Creel. 

8th Infantry Regiment was organized at Leesburg, Virginia, in May, 1861. Its members 
were recruited in the counties of Loudoun, Prince William, and Fairfax. The unit was also 
called "Old Bloody Eighth" and from time to time "The Berkeley Regiment" because its 
Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, Major, and one Captain were four Berkeley brothers. During 
the war it was brigaded under Generals Cocke, Pickett, R.B. Garnett, and Hunton. It 
fought at First Manassas and Leesburg, and in April, 1862, it totaled 450 effectives. The 
8th was involved in the campaigns of the Army of Northern Virginia from Williamsburg to 
Gettysburg, served in the Department of Richmond, then took part in the conflicts at 
Drewry's Bluff and Cold Harbor. It went on to participate in the Petersburg siege north of 
the James River and the Appomattox Courthouse Campaign. This unit sustained 30 
casualties at First Manassas, lost 8 killed and 43 wounded of the 375 engaged at 
Leesburg, and had 10 killed and 66 wounded during the Seven Days' Battles. Of the 193 
engaged at Gettysburg about ninety percent were killed, wounded, or missing. From June 
1 to December 31, 1864, it reported 53 casualties, and many were captured at Sayler's 
Creek. Only 1 surgeon and 11 privates surrendered on April 9, 1865. The field officers 
were Colonels Norborne Berkeley and Eppa Hunton, Lieutenant Colonels Edmund 
Berkeley and Charles B. Tebbs, and Majors William N. Berkeley and James Thrift. 

2nd Cavalry Battalion was organized at Staunton, Virginia, in September, 1863, with six 
companies. After serving as partisan rangers, it was mustered into Confederate service in 
May, 1864. It fought with Early in the Shenandoah Valley, then late in 1864 moved to 
West Virginia to operate with Captain J.H. McNeill's Rangers. Lieutenant Colonel Harry 
W. Gilmor commanded this unit. 


Served as a Private in Co. C., 8th Regt VA Inf, CSA. Enlisted March 7, 1862 at Centreville, VA by 
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Captain E. Berkely for 3 years. Deserted the 8th VA on June 3, 1863, probably not wanting to 
take part in Lee's invasion of the North. As a Private in Co. A of Gillmore's 2nd Battn Maryland 
Cav, CSA, he was captured October 15, 1863, at Martinsburg, Virginia, during reconnaisance 
movements by both sides that resulted in skirmishes. Sent to Fort McHenry on the 18th and on 
to Point Lookout, Maryland on January 24, 1864. 


He was exchanged at Aiken's Landing, VA, on February 24, 1864. He returned to Co C. of the 8th 
Regt VA Inf, CSA, later surrendered to Lt. W. W. Tuttle at Edward's Ferry, MD, and was paroled 
May 1, 1865. 


Benjamin F. Creel, 13th Regt VA Inf, CSA, 1837-aft1870, son of Morris 
and Frances LEGG Creel. 

13th Infantry Regiment completed its organization during the summer of 1861 with men 
from Winchester and Culpeper, Orange, Louisa, and Hampshire counties. After fighting at 


Pegram’s, and J.A. Walker's Brigade. The 13th was prominent in the campaigns of the 
Army of Northern Virginia from the Seven Days' Battles to. Cold Harbor, then it moved 
with Early to the Shenandoah Valley and later was involved in the Appomattox 
operations. It reported 16 casualties at Cross Keys and Port Republic, 111 at Gaines’ Mill, 


and 52 men. Its commanders were Colonels George A. Goodman, Ambrose P. Hill, James 
B. Terrill, and James A. Walker; and Majors Charles T. Crittenden and John B. Sherrard. 


Benjamin was captured several months after Battle of Fredericksburg at Hamilton's Crossing, 
Virginia. Regiment was part of the forces left as a rear guard while the rest of Lee's Army was 
maneuvering into Pennsylvania, culminating in the Battle of Gettysburg. 


Benjamin F. Creel, Aug 20,1837-Jul 3, 1916, 2nd Regt VA Cav, CSA; 
son of Benjamin & Mary Ellen CARPENTER Creel. 

2nd Cavalry Regiment completed its organization at Lynchburg, Virginia, in May, 1861. 
Its companies were recruited in the counties of Bedford, Campbell, Botetourt, Amherst, 
Franklin, Appomattox, and Albemarle. Until the end of October the unit was called the 
30th Regiment Virginia Volunteers. During the war it was brigaded under Generals B.H. 
Robertson, F. Lee, Wickham, and Munford. The 2nd Cavalry saw action at First 
Manassas, in Jackson's Valley Campaign, and at Groveton Heights, Sharpsburg, 
Fredericksburg, Kelly's Ford, Chancellorsville, Brandy Station, Aldie, Upperville, 
Gettysburg, and Shepherdstown. After the Bristoe and Mine Run campaigns, it was 
involved at The Wilderness, Todd's Tavern, Spotsylvania, Haw's Shop, and Cold Harbor. 
It fought in the Shenandoah Valley with Early and later in numerous conflicts around 
Petersburg and Appomattox. The regiment contained 676 men in July, 1861, lost twenty- 
eight percent of the 163 engaged at Groveton Heights, and of the 385 at Gettysburg about 
four percent were disabled. At Appomattox it cut through the Federal lines and disbanded 
at Lynchburg on April 10, 1865. However, 19 men were included in the surrender. The 
field officers were Colonels Thomas T. Munford and Richard C.W. Radford, Lieutenant 
Colonels Cary Breckinridge and James W. Watts, and Major William F. Graves. 
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Berrv John Creel (#12 & #14), Mar 1844 - Jun 14, 1925. Co I, 46th Regt 
Miss Inf, CSA; son of Wesley and Jerusha NICHOLAS Creel. 

46th Infantry Regiment was organized during the fall of 1862 by adding four companies to 
the six-company 6th (Balfour's) Mississippi Infantry Battalion. In February, 1863, it to 
talled 407 effectives and served in $.D. Lee's and Baldwin's Brigade in the Department of 
Mississippi and East Louisiana. The unit participated in the long Vicksburg siege and was 
captured on July 4, 1863. After the exchange it was assigned to Generla Baldwin's, 


operations in Tennessee, and shared in the defense of Mobile. The regiment had 1 
wounded at Chickasaw Bayou and during the Atlanta operations, May 18 to September 5, 
reported 23 killed, 68 wounded, and 37 missing. It lost 1 killed, 13 wounded, and 16 
missing at Allatoona and had many disabled at Franklin. Only a remnant surrendered in 
May, 1865. The field officers were Colonels William H. Clark and Claudius W. Sears, 
Lieutenant Colonel William K. Easterling, and Major Constantine Rea. 


Burton Albert Creel, 1824-afti880, 5th Rest Miss Inf (State Troops); 


PROBABLE as son of Albert Creel & ?: Albert was son of Thomas 
Creel & Elizabeth DEARMAN Creel.

It took an active part in the campaigns of the army 
from Murfreesboro to Atlanta, moved with Hood into Tennessee, and fought in North 
Carolina. It reported 83 casualties at Murfreesboro to Atlanta, moved with Hood into 
Tennessee, and fought in North Carolina.

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Cumberland George Creel, Apr 20 1840 - aft1870, 17th Regt WVA Inf, 
USA: son of Matthew & Lucinda ALLEN Creel. 

Organized at Wheeling, W. Va., September 26, 1864, to February 25, 1865. Attached to 
Reserve Division, District of Harper's Ferry, W. Va., west of Sleepy Hollow, to March, 
1865. Ist Brigade, Ist Infantry Division, West Virginia, to June, 1865. 

SERVICE.-Moved to Clarksburg, W. Va., September 27, 1864, and guarding railroad and 
on garrison duty till mustered out. Mustered out June 30, 1865. Regiment lost during 
service 1 killed and 24 by disease. Total 25. 


David Hamilton Creel, ci836 - Jun 21 1862 Richmond, 49th Regt VA 
Inf, CSA: son of David Hamilton & Adelia Delila HITT Creel. 

49th Infantry Regiment completed its organization in July, 1861. Its members were from 
the counties of Prince William, Warren, Fauquier, Rappahannock, Amherst, and 


nucleus of the regiment. It was assigned to General Featherston's, Early's, W. Smith's, 
Pegram's, and J.A. Walker's Brigade, Army of Northern Virginia. The unit participated in 
many battles from Williamsburg to Cold Harbor, was active in Early's Shenandoah Valley 
operations, and took part in the final campaign at Appomattox. It reported 40 casualties at 
First Manassas and in April, 1862, contained 539 effectives. The regiment lost fifty-three 
percent of the 424 at Seven Pines, had 2 killed and 36 wounded during the Seven Days’ 
Battles, and suffered 5 killed and 73 wounded in the Maryland Campaign. At 
Fredericksburg 6 were killed and 46 wounded, at Gettysburg thirty-five percent of the 231 
were disabled, and at The Wilderness and Spotsylvania 87 were lost. On April 9, 1865, it 
surrendered with 9 officers and 46 men. The field officers were Colonels John C. Gibson 
and William Smith, Lieutenant Colonels Charles B. Christian and Edward Murray, and 
Major Caleb Smith. 


Served as a Pvt in Co G, 49th Regt Va Inf (Rappahannock Rifles), CSA; was also a Chaplain in 
Lee's Army and died from measles during the siege of Richmond by McClellan's forces in 1862. 


He was enlisted July 22, 1861, at Davis Barracks by G. C. Vanderslice for 12 months. 


His name is found on a monument at the Courthouse Square in Washington, Rappahannock Co., 
VA, erected by the United Daughters of the Confederacy to honor those who served.

Served in the 15th Ala Inf, CSA, which suffered severe losses due to diseases in the latter half of 
1861 while encamped near the First Manassas battlefield. My belief is that he contracted measles 
and had the complication of encephalitis, causing delirium and the appearance of a nervous 
breakdown, a condition that seemed to plague him for the rest of his life. His father Levi traveled 
to Richmond to take him home but Duncan's discharge approval was lengthy and his father Levi 
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died of pneumonia in March of 1862 and was buried in the Shockoe Cemetery in Richmond. 
Duncan recovered and was drafted into the Confederate Marines later in the War. 

He returned to CSA service in 1863, where he was found recorded in 1864 as serving in Co A of 
the CSA Marines as a Private on the 12-31-1864 roll of officers and men. - "Official Records of the 
Union and Confederate Navies in the War of the Rebellion”, C. C. Marsh (Captain, USN, Retired, 
OIC Naval Records and Library), Series Ii, Volume I, Part 2, U.S. Navy, Washington, 1921, P 313. 
",..Donnelly's books, considered by many to be the bible of CS marines list Duncan only on the 
CSS Richmond." - Jamey Creel

From research and educated guess, the James River squadron burned their ships/clads in 
preparation of Richmond/ Petersburg evacuation in April 1865. After the Semmes Naval Brigade, 
Sqaudron of Navv and Marines went to NC and surrendered with Johnston army. I have 

found no records of Duncans surrender. 

CSMC Company B stationed at Drewys Bluff fought at Savlors Creek with Tuckers Naval Brigade 
which could explain why John Creel (I believe to be Duncans older brother) was confined in 
Libby"s prison 4/10/65 (according to Donnaly) since this was a Confederate prison for Yankee 
officers that was turned into a Yankee prison for Confederate captured at Saylors, Many of these 
were later shipped to Elmira. There were still several CS marines that surrendered with Lee at 
Appomattox. 

Side note: According to dates Duncan should have been aboard CSS Richmond when thev 
attacked down river, ran aground and was shelled for several hours before the tide finally got 
them off and they retreated back up James River.

18, so they weren't "lie'n") nobody would have really questioned him since the average height of that time 
was 3'7", imho.

20th Infantry Regiment was organized during the late summer of 1861 with men from 
Bolivar, Monroe, Noxubee, Adams, Scott, Carroll, and Newton counties. The unit moved 
to Virginia, then Tennessee where in February, 1862, it was captured at Fort Donelson. 
In this engagement it lost 19 killed of the 31 officers and 469 men present. The regiment 
was exchanged and assigned to Tilghman's and J. Adams' Brigade, Department of 
Mississippi and East Louisiana. For a time it served in the Vicksburg area, then transferred 
to the Army of Tennessee. Placed in J. Adams' and Lowry's Brigade, the 20th was 
involved in the Atlanta and Tennessee Campaigns and ended the war in North Carolina. 
Only a remnant surrendered on April 26, 1865. Its commanders were Colonels William N. 
Brown and D.R. Russell; Lieutenant Colonels D.H. Maury, Horace H. Miller, and Walter 
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A. Rorer; and Majors William M. Chatfield, Thomas B. Graham, and C.K. Massey. 
Enlisted July 15, 1861, at Iuka, MS, by Lt. Avant for the War. Died of pneumonia in Fayette Co. 
Courthouse, VA, on November 6, 1861. His mother Lucinda testified on September 23, 1863, that 
Eli "left neither wife or child or father living" and that she was entitled to all the arrears of pay, 
etc, due him. Her witness was Charles W. Creel, who made oath "that he is not interested 
therein".

6th Cavalry Regiment was organized during the summer of 1862 with men from the 
central and eastern section of Kentucky. It was mustered into Confederate service in 
September. For a time the unit skirmished in Kentucky attached to Buford's Brigade, then 
it fought with JH. Morgan. Most of its members were captured at Buffington Island on 
July 19 and the remaining part at New Lisbon on July 26, 1863. The regiment was not 
reorganized. Its commanders were Colonel J. Warren Grigsby, Lieutenant Colonel 
Thomas W. Napier, and Major William G. Bullitt.

27th Infantry Regiment was organized during the winter of 1861-1862. Its members were 
raised in the parishes of East Feliciana, Iberville, Rapides, Winn, Bienville, Caddo, and 
Bossier. This unit was assigned to General Shoup's Brigade in the Department of 
Mississippi and East Louisiana, and during the long siege of Vicksburg it lost 58 killed and 
96 wounded. After the exchange it served in A. Thomas' Brigade, Trans-Mississippi 
Department and was active in various conflicts in Louisiana. In July, 1862, the regiment 
had 26 officers and 249 men present for duty, but only a remnant disbanded in the spring 
of 1865. Its commanders were Colonel Leon D. Marks and A.S. Norwood, Lieutenant 
Colonel L.L. McLaurin, and Major George Tucker.

36th Infantry Regiment, formerly known as the 2nd Kanawha Regiment, 
was organized in July, 1861. Assigned to Floyd's Brigade, the unit fought at Cross-Lanes 
and Carnifax Ferry in western Virginia, then moved to Tennessee. Here it was captured in 
the fight at Fort Donelson in February, 1862. After being exchanged it returned to Virginia 
and served in McCausland's and T. Smith's Brigade. The 36th went on to fight at Cloyd's 
Mountain and Piedmont, and later was involved in Early's Shenandoah Valley operations. 
It fought its last battle at Waynesborough. This unit reported 14 killed and 46 wounded at 
Fort Donelson, and there were 18 killed, 58 wounded, and 35 missing at Cloyd’s 
Mountain. Many were lost at Third Winchester, and in mid-April, 1865, it disbanded. The 
field officers were Colonels John A. McCausland and Thomas Smith, and Lieutenant 
Colonels William E. Fife, Benjamin R. Linkons, and L. Wilber Reid.

In 
1865 the unit participated in the Battle of Bentonville and surrendered with the Army of 
Tennessee. Its commanders were Colonels Levi B. Smith and Charles T. Zachry; 
Lieutenant Colonels Septimus L. Brewer, Hezekiah Bussey, Jasper N. Dorsey, James 
Gardner, William H. Rentfro, and John W. Stubbs; and Majors Charles J. Dennis Henry B. 
Holliday.

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George Dodson Creel, 1833-Nov 25 1863 Missionary Ridge, 22nd Regt 
Ala Inf, CSA: son of Jordan Jeremiah and Mary WHITE Creel. 

22nd Infantry Regiment completed its organization at Montgomery, Alabama, in 
November, 1861, then moved to Mobile. Its companies were raised in the counties of 
Walker, Clarke, Cherokee, Mobile, Pike, Choctaw, Montgomery, Calhoun, and Randolph. 
The unit suffered severe losses at Shiloh under General Gladden, then saw action in 
Bragg's Kentucky Campaign under General Gardner. Later the 22nd was attached to 
Deas’, G.D. Johnston's, and Brantley's Brigade, Army of Tennessee. It fought in many 
conflicts from Murfreesboro to Atlanta, was part of General Hood's winter operations in 
Tennessee, and ended the war in North Carolina. After the Battle of Shiloh, the regiment 
reported only 123 men fit for duty. It sustained 94 casualties at Murfreesboro, and lost 
fifty-three percent of the 371 engaged at Chickamauga. (NOTE - the disgraceful behavior 
of Bragg's Army in November was here omitted) In December, 1863, it totalled 272 men 
and 171 arms. It reported 5 killed and 35 wounded in the fight at Ezra Church; many were 
also disabled at Franklin and Nasiiville. The regiment was included in the surrender on 
April 26, 1865. Its field officers were Colonels Zach C. Deas, B.R. Hart, John C. Marrast, 
and Harry T. Houlmin; Lieutenant Colonels E. Herbert Armistead, Napoleon B. Rouse, 
and John Weedon; and Majors Robert B. Armistead, Robert Donnell, and T.M. Prince. 


Killed at the Battle of Lookout Mountain (on Missionary Ridge), November 25, 1863. That was 
the day Federal troops stormed up Lookout Mountain and sent Bragg's army reeling back into 
Georgia. Confederates had 361 killed, 2,160 wounded and 4,146 missing - a loss of less than 15% 
of 46,000 men defending a seemingly impregnable position. This Confederate army had become 
disillusioned and demoralized by the lackluster leadership of General Bragg.

Inf, CSA: son of Bushrod Washington and Elizabeth KINCHELOE

29th Infantry Regiment [also called 28th Regiment] was organized during the early spring 
of 1862 as a battalion, then in May was increased to regimental strength. Assigned to 
General Shoup's Brigade in the Department of Mississippi and East Louisiana, the unit 
was active at Chickasaw Bayou and during the Vicksburg siege lost 16 killed and 57 
wounded. After the exchange, it served in General A. Thomas' Brigade, Trans-Mississippi 
Department. It participated in various engagements in Louisiana and disbanded in the 
spring of 1865. The field officers were Colonel Allen Thomas, Lieutenant Colonel Joseph 
O. Landry, and Major C. M. Pegues. Served as Private in Co B, under Captain A. B. Hailey, 
28th Regt La Vols. Died at home while on furlough of "inflammatory Rheumatism”. 

He owned "NE Oir of NE Otr of Sec 32 Twp, Range 15" in De Soto Parish, LA. Penelope and her 
second husband sold it for $600 in 1875.

44th Infantry Regiment completed its organization at Camp Stephens, near Griffin, 
Georgia, in March, 1862. Its companies were drawn from the counties of Henry, Jasper, 
Clarke, Clayton, Spalding, Putnum, Fayette, Pike, Morgan, and Greene. The regiment 
moved to Goldsboro, North Carolina, then arrived in Virginia just after the Battle of 
Seven Pines. It served in General Ripley's, Doles’, and Cook's Brigade, and fought with 
the Army of Northern Virginia from the Seven Days' Battles to Cold Harbor. The 44th 
continued the fight in the Shenandoah Valley and ended the war at Appomattox. It lost 
sixty-four percent of the 524 engaged at Mechanicsville and forty-stx percent of the 142 at 
Malvern Hill. The regiment reported 17 killed and 65 wounded during the Maryland 
Campaign*, sustained 121 casualties at Chancellorsville, and of the 364 at Gettysburg, 
twenty percent were disabled. It surrendered with 4 officers and 73 men. The field officers 
were Colonels John B. Estes, Samuel P. Lumpkin, William H. Peebles, and Robert A. 
Smith; Lieutenant Colonel James W. Beck; and Majors Joseph W. Adams, Richard O. 
Banks, and John C. Key. *killed in this campaign. 


Father George was Administrator of his estate where he was listed as H. T. Creel. 


Served in Co D of the 44th Regt Ga Inf, CSA. Died of wound received in a skirmish October 1, 
1862, as the Federals probed the Confederate lines in Virginia following the Battle of Antietam. 
Brother-in-law John D. Walden served with him in that unit.
